SPECIFICATION 
Be it known that I, Michael Thomas Kane, have invented a new, original design for an 
INFANT SEAT of which the following is a specification, reference being made to the 
accompanying drawings, wherein: 



Fig. 1 is a perspective view of an infant seat according to the present invention; 
Fig. 2 is a side perspective view of the infant seat of Fig. 1, with the electronics housing, 
and the handle/coupling housings removed for clarity; 

Fig. 3 is a rear perspective view of the infant seat of Fig. 2; 

Fig. 4 is a left side view of the infant seat of Fig. 2; 

Fig. 5 is a right side view of the infant seat of Fig. 2; 

Fig. 6 is a top view of the infant seat of Fig. 2; 

Fig. 7 is a bottom view of the infant seat of Fig. 2; 

Fig. 8 is an elevated front view of the infant seat of Fig. 2; and 

Fig. 9 is an elevated rear view of the infant seat of Fig. 2. 

The broken lines in the figures merely illustrate the environment for the infant seat of the 
present design and therefore form no part of the claimed design. 
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
